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triple the price in 2010. And Big Pharma has 
even greater predation in store for women. 

Addyi, the new “female Viagra” designed 
to cure low sex drives, comes with a price 
tag of $800 a month. 

The good news is that President-elect 
Donald Trump made negotiating runaway 
drug prices a major part of his campaign. 
The bad news is he’s dropped any mention 
of it since the election under pressure from 
Republicans in Congress, who are loath to 
bite the lobbyists who feed them.

THE WRONG CROWD 

The U finds itself unknowingly funding Breitbart.com 



reitbart.com is a scary place. Even 
for the people who want to be 
there. 

Consider a few headlines from 
Monday morning: “Berlin’s New Secretary 
of State: Pro-Sharia Conservative Muslim”; 
“Migrant terror suspect used Amazon Gift 
Cards to Purchase Bomb Components”; 
“ACLU sues Indiana town over cross on 
top of Christmas Tree”; “Motel raid yields 
stash of 15 illegal migrants.” 

Read those, and it makes sense for Bre- 
itbart to provide its startled readers with 
a list of “Six great pocket guns for your 
Christmas wish list.” 

But now picture yourself sifting through 
these spooky stories and coming across 
somethingyou least expected: the University 
of Minnesota’s logo. 

This very experience happened recently 
to a U of M graduate. Horrified to see her 
alma mater subsidizing the site, the woman 
reached out to university President Eric 


Kaler, as did several other concerned alumni, 
in a small but vociferous email campaign. 
They wanted the school to stop advertising 
on Breitbart. 

Last week, at least one got a reply from 
someone in Kaler’s office. “I agree with you 
completely,” a staffer responded, sayingthe 
school pulled its advertising from Breitbart 
immediately. 

The representative explained that the 
school contracted its ad buys to a “media 
buyer,” and therefore did not know that it 
was using Breitbart. 

‘We have also removed Breitbart as an 
option so that no University of Minnesota 
advertising will appear there in the future,” 
reads the email. 

The original ad, pitching tickets to 
Gophers sporting events, was purchased 
through the Google Display Network, which 
then places advertising across millions of 
websites. If that ad was showingup on Breit¬ 
bart, it’s because Google determined people 


on that site might want to buy University 
of Minnesota sports tickets. 

By instructing its media buyer to exclude 
Breitbart, the U joins agrowinglist of compa¬ 
nies that want no ties with the site, including 
Kellogg’s, medical device manufacturer Novo 
Nordisk, the San Diego Zoo, and Warby 
Parker, makers of designer eyeglasses. 

Breitbart has already stirred controversy 
on the U of M campus this year, as dozens 


of students protested a talk by contributor 
Milo Yiannopoulos, a conservative com¬ 
mentator who rails against political cor¬ 
rectness and has said “rape culture” is an 
invented concept. 

Will the U ever have ads on Breitbart 
again? Spokesman Chuck Tombarge says 
the university is weighing its options.

12 questions I had watching/)^; The Mighty Ducks in 2016 


C hristmas came early for cine- 
philes nationwide when Netflix 
announced new movies available 
starting this month. It’s a long list. 
Ignore all but one: D2: The Mighty Ducks. 

The 1994movie was crushed by critics but 
beloved by fans, who turned it into the an 
underdog success. Starring Emilio Estevez 
as Gordon Bombay, the down-on-his-luck 
would-be player/reluctant coach, the sequel 
inspires us to love ourselves, hockey, and 
our country.

2016 WAS THE 
FUCKING WORST 


The music world suffered 
mightily this year, but fans 
found solace in the songs 
and each other 

BY ERIK THOMPSON 


A fter this past year, the music 
world will never sound — or 
look — the same again. 

Losing true icons like 
David Bowie, Prince, and 
Leonard Cohen in 2016 — 
as well as Merle Haggard, 
Alan Vega, Lemmy Kilmister, George Martin, 
Phife Dawg, Glenn Frey, Bobbby Vee, Sharon 
Jones, and more — leaves the musical landscape 
forever changed. 

Bowie, Prince, and Cohen were all singu¬ 
lar musicians who we’ll never see the likes 
of again. They each brought distinctive skills 
and styles to their songs, to their stages, and 
to their lives, forever redefining pop culture 
in the process. Now we just have their music. 

As each gut-wrenching headline hit, music 
fans bound together in the comfort of that music. 
These artists provided pivotal soundtracks to 
our lives, so each individual’s grieving pro¬ 
cess played out uniquely, but the public acts of 
mourning and celebration struck a universal 
chord. 

Bowie, Prince, and Cohen’s songs rang out 
from bars, bedrooms, radios, and street cor¬ 
ners in the days, weeks, and months after their 
respective deaths. On April 21, the day we lost 
Prince, First Avenue scrambled to put on a 
memorial concert and threw all-night dance 
parties that lasted for days. Three months ear¬ 
lier, when we lost Bowie, tribute shows began 
popping up all around the Twin Cities. Ditto 
for Cohen, who left us in November. 

Falling in love with music is often a soli¬ 
tary experience — quiet contemplation at the 
altar of your home stereo or blissfully losing 
yourself in a pair of headphones. The interna¬ 
tional outpouring of grief for Bowie, Prince, 
and Cohen, however, provided proof that we 
weren’t alone in our anguish or our admira¬ 
tion. These losses were significant, and our 
pain was real, but impromptu tributes around 
the globe showcased a collective strength and 
unshakable unity among fans, dancing and 
singing their shared blues away. 

We were all lamenting the loss of musical 
heroes, sure, but we were also mourning for 
parts of ourselves that were lost forever. The 
songs and albums these artists gifted the world 
are inextricably linked to significant moments 
in our lives. Once you’ve taken them to heart, 
these songs—their indelible melodies, insightful 
lyrics, and catchy hooks — can instantly trans¬ 
port you back to a school dance, a house party, 
a first car, a college dorm. Wherever you were 
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THE INTERNATIONAL

and whatever you were doing when you 
first heard ‘‘Life on Mars,” ‘Turple Rain,” 
or ‘"Hallelujah,” you’re transported back 
as soon as those initial notes strike. That 
flood of emotions doesn’t coincide with 
every song, but it absolutely happens with 
theirs. That’s what makes Bowie, Prince, 
and Cohen so unique, and it’s also what 
makes their losses so profound. 

Music is indeed a time machine. Putting 
on a specific song can make you feel young 
again or make you fall in love again, make

you feel invincible or vulnerable. But that 
feeling, as special as it is, is only temporary. 
It’s fleeting. It’s ephemeral. It’s illusory. 
That’s part of why losing so many musical 
greats in 2016 proved so painful — it’s an 
unshakable reminder that none of us are 
getting out of here alive, and that music, or 
anything else, can’t save us. Bowie, Prince, 
and Cohen felt indestructible; their flames 
would surely burn longer and brighter than 
ours. Seeing them extinguished was a shock 
few were prepared for, no matter how many 
warning signs had surfaced. In the case of 
Prince, there was the emergency plane 
landing six days prior to his death, and 
Bowie and Cohen all but predicted theirs 
with powerful farewell albums. 

Through their music, all three legends 
challenged listeners to think — think of the 
world, think of love, think of sex, think of 
ourselves—in bold new ways. They brazenly 
dismantled societal norms about what a 
modern musician — and a man — could 
sound, look, and act like. They redefined 
expectations about masculinity, dismiss¬ 
ing generations of macho posturing with 


behavior that was far more sensual and 
real. They blurred the lines of sexuality 
so that all the freaks and outsiders felt 
emboldened, welcome to join whatever 
peculiar parties suited their true selves. 

Losing icons is something we’ll have 
to get more accustomed to. Many music 
superstars of the ’60s, ’70s, and ’80s spent 
their careers living, playing, and partying 
hard — ingredients that don’t mix well 
with age. Moments of loss will increase 
in frequency, a sorrowful reality for music 
fans clinging to fond memories spurred by 
songs, especially as the political climate 
appears increasingly grim. And therein 
lies the paradox: The music and artists we 
turn to for comfort will eventually leave us 
heartbroken when the/re no longer here to 
take the stage and heal us, even for a night. 

The world was simply a more hopeful 
— and magical — place with David Bowie, 
Prince, and Leonard Cohen in it. The stars 
indeed look very different today, but at 
least music lovers can gaze upon them 
together, with a common soundtrack that 
will never die. 03

Twin Cities musicians unearth the good moments 
of 2016 and give some hope for next year

The year 2016 has been dark. 

Not only did music legends pass at a 
depressing rate, but the socio-political 
climate offered no respite. 

It was not only the year that claimed a 
Mount Rushmore of musicians, but also 
the year that fragmented families. The year 
that truth became subjective.

The 
year that Americans stopped agreeing that 
cops killing unarmed citizens is a crime 
worth punishing. 

It didn’t seem like a time to indulge in 
creative pursuits, but Twin Cities artists 
persevered. We asked a handful of local 
music-makers to highlight some bright 
spots of 2016.

Modish nostalgia wellspring; 

DJ,theStand4rd 

“We all work really hard, and we’ve been 
working hard for all of our lives. Everyone 
that I’m involved with. I’m glad that this 
year was the year we started getting recog¬ 
nized for what we’ve been doing. I think it’s 
beautiful. 

“[Bobby Raps] and Psymun getting on 
the Weeknd’s album [November’s Starboy] 
was a good culmination of the year. It took 
a long time to materialize the relationships 
that went into that, and the timing is really 
good. Also, the Hamburger Helper [mixtape] 
in March was really, really poppin’ for a sec¬ 
ond and changed our careers. It also wasn’t 


defining, which I’m very thankful for, because 
I don’t want Bobby and I to be those dudes 
for the rest of our lives. It’d be really sad if 
that was the one thing we ever did.” 

devata daun 

Electro-darkwave spellbinder; 
co-owner, Pytch Records 

“I got a lot of love from all different sides 
of the scene. I played with the punk kids 
for a while, and I did some hip-hop shows, 
and some goth ones, too, and everyone 
was really warm and welcoming. It’s helped 
me maintain focus. Testing out things has 
helped me define and shape everything. 

“And all these really negative times have 
brought us together as a scene. We all have 
more or less similar ethics, and we all want 
peace and love, and everyone really came 
together and supported each other. I felt so 
much love, even as a new kid in the scene. 
There have been so many tragedies, but 
you have to keep going, and the support 
helps. There’s always the good and the bad, 
but if you’re working, there’s always some 
positive result.” 

why khaliq 

Diffident hip-hop collectivist 

“My positivity this year has been my daugh¬ 
ter. I had a daughter in October [of 2015], 
and this whole year’s been about growth 
and teaching her about this world. Ever 
since I’ve had her. I’ve had a lot of success, 
thankfully, through the grace of God. Ever 
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since the beginning of the year, a lot of 
opportunities have opened up for me. From 
being on the radio a few times to Pitchfork 
to Pigeons and Planes, different things 
like that, small accomplishments, kept me 
going. 

“We’re starting to get a lot of shine in 
Minnesota. A lot of artists here have grown 
and developed their own styles. We’re like a 
boiling pot of different artists and different 
genres. I’m very excited for 2017. A lot of 
Minnesota artists are gonna get the shine 
that they really deserve.” 

jo kellen 

Effervescent punk rocker; 
singer, the Florists 

“This year was our first as a band, and we 
really tightened our sound, but I think the 
thing we all look back on fondly was our 
release show back in July. We almost sold 
out the 7th St. [Entry] on a Monday night, 
which totally surprised us. I got a bunch of 
people to lay down on the ground and then 
pick me up and crowd surf me across the 
venue, which is something I never thought 
I’d do, much less to a song I wrote with my 
own band. It’s been a really awesome first 
full year. 

“We’re really interested in expressing 
our personalities to the fullest. That release 
show was a crazy day because, just before 
getting on stage. I’d come out to my par¬ 
ents. It was the first day that I’d gone out 
in full femme presentation in public, which 
was a big step for me emotionally. Getting 
the opportunity to take that emotional 
moment and being able to express that 
through the vector of the Florists was a 
very, very exciting thing, and folks have 
responded in kind.” 

Charlie bruber 

Bohemian rhythm diviner; 
bassist, TABAH 

“We’ve been working so hard. We just 
kept pushing for momentum, and we just 
decided we wanted to record an album in 
the year, and we recorded one in June at 
this analog studio in Nashville. For the first 
half of 2016, we just kept working and play¬ 
ing. There were hard days, but we learned 
so much about each other, and by the time 
we got to the recording session, we did it 
in 10 days of studio time, mixing included. 
We’ve gained such a bond from that. 

“With Prince dying and all this political 
crap, it’s been a very stressful year, but all 
this good stuff has come from our drive to 
persevere. It’s always hard as an artist to 
have a vision that no one else understands, 
and getting over that insecurity — it’s a 
bunch of blind faith, but it’s been great. 
We’re a family, now.” 

dan Israel 

Working dad, folk storyteller 

“We lost all these amazing people, and then 
the election was a freakin’ disaster, but what 
I think is happening now is people are dedi¬

eating themselves. In the absence of 
hope, I feel myself turning inward and 
figuring out what I can do to make 
it better. My kids are 11 and 8, and I 
don’t wanna tell them that there’s no 
future in this world. A lot of people 
are trying to find their way, and I think 
that makes music more necessary 
than ever. To have something that you 
feel is true when everything else feels 
completely false. 

“I had a busy year musically. I put 
out [Danl earlier this year, and I got 
some cool gigs, I opened for Steve 
Miller Band, but more than ever, the 
reason I’m making music has crystal¬ 
lized. If it’s not to express how you 
feel about a thing, what’s the point? 
I’m trying to dig into my feelings, and 
I look around me, and I see people 
thirsting for music, thirsting for some¬ 
thing that’s real and true. It sounds 
naive, but I still think a good song can 
change the world.”

I’m off parole now, and I 
don’t have that weight on me anymore, 
and that’s been the biggest blessing. 

“I was involved in a lot of projects this 
year that were amazing. [Metasota]’s proj¬ 
ect. Being on records with [Muja Messiah] 
and R.P. Flooks and feeling like the buzz 
is back. It’s such a good feeling. People 
received it so well. The love was huge. 

My local release show was sold out. The 
energy was so great in there, and that’s 
really what I’m about, getting that good 
energy out there. I’m such a part of this 
city, and I just want to make sure we’re all 
sending out the right energy.” 


“For a lot of us, this was a year of reinven¬ 
tion. Because of the heavy weight of the 
things going on in our social and political 
systems, I was forced to be really present 
and to really dive into my work, myself, 
and my spirit more intensively.

I t’s 2:30 on a Thursday afternoon, yet the 
line for a table remains 20 souls deep. 

Only months before, this space in 
Maple Grove was home to Old Country 
Buffet, a one-time lion of Trough-Style 
Dining in a Strip Mall Setting. It was a place 
where Viking war parties could feast on red 
meat and canned vegetables, then pillage 
nine Scottish monasteries before hunger 
lurked again. 

But in 2012, the Eagan company moved 
to South Carolina, a state in collective 
possession of just four teeth. Old Country 
was forced to hire taste testers who could 
only gum their food. Tragedy ensued. 

The chain tried to rebrand, redecorate, 
and remake its menu. But it did so with a 
slumlord’s flair, bringing subterranean skill 


to ingredients of a way lesser god. 

Fish began to hold the texture of deep 
fried-asbestos. Contractors were soon 
stealing the mashed potatoes to use as 
mortar on North Loop condo projects. The 
company only bought beef from Republican 
cows, who purposely subsisted off boxed 
wine and finger sandwiches so their meat 
turned to blubber. Because they couldn’t 
stand other people having nice things. 

In February, Old Country closed seven 
of its 10 Twin Cities restaurants. The bulk 
chow industry collapsed. 

Decent people trembled. Yes, Old Country 
sucked. But it served as abeachhead against 
the Great Incursion of Mustache Farmers 
Selling Artisanal Bologna. Would we now 
be at the mercy of $19 small plates of rare 
acorns and moss? 

Then a glimmering halo appeared in 


the skies over Maple Grove. A savior had 
arrived. Its name was Golden Corral. 

On this fine afternoon, pilgrims crowd 
the cashier. They’re a fetching blend of 
salt and pepper, mostly middle-aged and 
elderly, the very people who made this 
country great before it had to be made great 
again. Some sport the holy ensemble of 
flannel and sweatpants. They look good. 
Very good. 

Despite the throngs, chipper Corralians 
whisk patrons to tables with haste. It’s 
perhaps the greatest performance by a low- 
wage staff since the Invasion of Normandy.

is now in litigation with his employer.) 

Yet the assembled firepower is merely 
the warmup act to the Corral’s crowning 
achievement: fried fish. It’s lightly breaded, 
with exquisite elevations of salt and grease. 
Without hyperbole, it can be said that this is 
the greatest fish ever sold. A reconnaissance 
mission by Red Lobster cooks ended after 
one bite, when they retreated to the parking 
lot to tremble in despair. 

Alas, the Corral is not perfect. What’s 
missing is the seafood. 

According to the Helsinki Accords of 
1812, buffets are legally bound to offer at 
least some fake crab and the kind of pathetic 
shrimp not even its mother loves. After 
all, the buffet is the rare place where the 
general peasantry can afford to delight in 
treasures of the sea. 

Yet Golden Corral comes up dramatically 
short, like your friend Robby who always 
kicks in a fiver on a $120 bar tab. Nobody 
likes Robby. 

To compensate, it runs a solid game 
of side dishes. There’s something called 
“Awesome Pot Roast,” ameaty batch ofbeef, 
potatoes, and gravy, imposing enough to 
halt a riot by simply glaring from the other 
side of town. The spaghetti bake looks like 
it was cooked by a lady named Irene from 
your elementary school lunchroom, and 
it’s just as good. 

There are also loads of salads — chicken, 
tuna, potato—discerningly sourced from the 
mayonnaise farms of Ribbing, accompanied 
by piles of fresh fruit. 

Okay, so “fresh” might be overstating it. 
But it doesn’t taste as if it’s been sitting in a 
truck in Kansas since August. And if you’re 
the guy who goes to a Maple Grove strip 
mall expecting superior fruit, you’re also 
a gargoyle who expects to marry a Fleet 
Farm lingerie model. 

You should hang out with Robby. 


It’s this attention to detail—and going the 
extra mile — that places the Corral above 
all others. You can’t go to Spoon & Stable, 
order the $29 roasted monkfish, and have 
the waiter ask, “Would you like to wolf on 
our breakfast bar while you wait?” 

No, you can’t. But the Corral throws one 
up for the hell of it, featuring eggs that 
might even be real, not pumped in from 
a tanker truck parked out back. 

There’s also a surprisingly fine selection 
of pies and cakes. At Old Country, picking 
from the dessert bar was like grazing at asaw 
mill. Yet this stuff is the caliber of a mom- 
and-pop bakery. And it’s accompanied by a 
giant chocolate fountain vaguely shaped like 
the Stanley Cup. We’re not sure what the 
point is, especially with so much unclaimed 
meat lying around. But it makes for a handy 
playground for the kids. 

Earlier this month, the Corral opened a 
second restaurant in Maplewood. It is also 
said to be planning joints in Coon Rapids 
and Burnsville. 

The ultimate plan is to encircle the Twin 
Cities, forcing the Mustache Farmers to 
retreat to their walk-in closets filled with 
matching bicycling outfits. 

Yes, the Forces of Decorative Food will 
fight back. They will unleash volleys of 
spelt flour capunti made from a creme 
fraiche. They will send forth legions of 
sommeliers who speak of wine as if it’s 
fermented from rubies and cocaine. But they 
will be mistaken for Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
Or guys selling lawn care services. The 
skirmish will be in vain. 

America’s greatest restaurant is marching 
through the northern suburbs, flying the 
banners of virtue and inexpensive meat. It’s 
only a matter of time before they liberate 
these lands, returning us to the glory days 
of the Volume Chow Dining Experience. 

Be still, sweet patriot. Freedom is near. 03

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THE MODERN MUSICAL 

La La Land fails as a musical, succeeds as a romance

W hat I like about La La Land is 
what many others are sure 
to dislike: It isn’t a very good 
musical. 

Emma Stone and especially Ryan 
Gosling aren’t the most gifted of singers, 
and after the first act, Damien Chazelle’s 
follow-up to Whiplash mostly ceases to 
be a traditional musical at all. But it is 
an affecting romance, one with genuine 
chemistry between its two leads. It’s both 
an ode to and exemplar of the movie 
magic of yore. 

The film opens with an elaborate, 
enervating song-and-dance number 
that shuts down a major freeway in Los 
Angeles. It gets mercifully mellow from 
there. The two soon-to-be lovers meet 
cute in the ensuing traffic jam, an event 
we see from both perspectives. 


Then comes their first real encounter: 
Mia (Stone) watches in awe as Sebastian 
(Gosling) gets fired from his piano¬ 
playing gig for abandoning the crowd¬ 
pleasing Christmas tunes in favor of some 
aspirational free jazz. 'T just heard you 
play,” she says as he walks toward her, 
“and—” then he bumps into her on his 
way out the door without saying a word. 
Fret not, romantics: The two fall in love 
a short while after this second almost- 
encounter. 

La La Land is rarely as moving as it is 
during their winsome courtship. Chazelle 
imposes all manner of familiar plot 
contrivances to get in their way, from 
a difference of opinion on the merits of 
jazz to a boyfriend we know won’t last 
more than a few scenes. But love conquers 
all — at least for a time. 

Many of the couple’s troubles are both 
professional and creative. Sebastian’s a 


struggling musician and would-be club 
owner whose admiration of old-school 
jazz greats isn’t as forward-thinking as 
those legends themselves. Meanwhile 
Mia is attempting to launch an acting 
career with a one-woman show. Both by 
choice and by accident, they’re constantly 
reminded of the heights to which they’ve 
yet to ascend: Mia works in a coffee shop 
on a studio lot, while Sebastian surrounds 
himself with LPs recorded by luminaries 
he wants to both honor and live up to. 

La La Land exists in the space between 
glitz and glamour, blooming love and 
growing disappointment. Movie-star 
murals are painted on the sides of storage 
buildings, once-great clubs now pander 
to the musical fads of today. It’s here that 
Chazelle’s film first shows its melancholy 
side, which takes hold in the second half 
and threatens to never let go. 

Movies end and the lights come on;

dreams end and you wake up. Who you 
find next to you when your eyes adjust 
to the light — whether in the theater or 
in your bed — counts for everything. 
Sometimes there’s no one there at all. 
We do grand, foolish things to avoid that 
eventuality — singing and dancing is just 
the tip of the iceberg — and imagine other 
realities for ourselves when the real one 
isn’t to our liking. 

There’s joy to these flights of fancy, 
but great sadness as well. La La Land 
expresses both ends of this emotional 
spectrum throughout. We’re given a 
glimpse of a future that’s no less beautiful 
for the fact that it will never come to 
pass. 03

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MINNESOTA ICED 

A talented cast can’t save The Norwegians

I t’s immediately clear from how the set¬ 
ting is described what kind of play The 
Norwegians is going to be. According 
to the program, the events take place in 
‘Minnesota. Now. Winter (always).” We’ve 
just had the warmest fall on record, and 
our state bird is moving north because of 
climate change... but sure, lef s just make this 
about how Minnesota is pure permafrost. 

Let’s also make it about white ethnic 
essentialism, because that’s always been 
good for a laugh in Minnesota—or, at least, 
it has been since Scandinavian-Americans 
stopped being seen as undesirable minori¬ 
ties and German-Americans stopped being 
suspected of harboring Nazi S 3 mipathies. 

C. Denby Swanson’s play just premiered 
in 2013, indicatingthat someone, somehow, 
still thinks we need to take another swipe 
at hot dish. Maybe this seemed novel in 
New York, where the play debuted, but in 
its Twin Cities premiere, courtesy of Dark 
& Stormy Productions, this material seems 
about as fresh as a fillet of frozen lutefisk. 
There’s a lot of talent involved in this pro¬ 
duction, from director Joel Sass on down, 
but it can’t save this script. 

Olive (Jane Froiland) is a transplant from 
Texas to Minnesota, where her heart was 
broken so badly that she’s ready to murder 
the bastard who dumped her. Enter the 
Norwegians: Tor (Luveme Seifert) and Gus 
(James Rodriguez), gangsters who describe 
themselves as “the nice ones.” They welcome 
Olive and solicitously take her order for a 
snuffing, all the while humble-bragging 
about their proud heritage.

Thatmeetingis repeatedly interrupted by 
flashbacks in which Olive walks into a bar 
and meets the suspiciously intense Betty 
(Sara Marsh), who had one of her own exes 
killed and enthusiastically recommends 
it. We know these scenes are flashbacks 
because they’re signaled by the sound of 
a rewinding tape, as the actors “rewind” 
their bodies by spinning around and flail¬ 
ing their arms. 

Eventually there’s aslow-arcingplottwist, 
but the plot isn’t the point of this show: 
The story is a frame on which to hang long, 
unfunny monologues about the characters’ 
love-hate relationship with Swanson’s hoary 
stereotype of Minnesota. Marsh works 
herself into a frenzy as she describes the 
Norwegian she loved and lost, but tr 5 dng to 
spark interest in this material is like trying 
to squeeze water from a runestone. 

There’s more, too much more: a non sequi- 
tur dance fantasy, an aside about what Tor 
is thinking when he looks into the face of 
someone who’s about to die, an extended 
discussion about the nature of irony. 

The show’s premise invites comparisons 
to Gopher-gothic classic Fargo, and the 
eerily smiling Rodriguez paired with the 
imposing Seifert could have made for a 
genuinely scary situation. The only thing 
frightening about The Norwegians, though, 
is that when it’s finally over you find yourself 
90 minutes closer to death. 03

Who knows exactly where Sasha Druva 
became a musician. He was born in Aus¬ 
tralia, but his family moved as many as 16 
times when he was a kid. Among the places 
he’s called home: Ohio, Colorado, Florida, 
Seattle, and Minneapolis. Eventually, family 
brought Druva back to Minnesota, where 
he was introduced to bassist Jacob Finney 
and drummer Kevin Weinreis. Together, 
they form throwback psychedelic blues trio 
the Violet Rise. The joke among the three¬ 
some is, 'Who knows what Sasha wants us 
to do?” Somehow, they’ve figured it out, 
as the band are celebrating the release of 
their eponymous debut album on Thursday.

By now. Sonny Knight’s story is well known: 
His fledgling 1960s music career was cur¬ 
tailed for decades while he drove a truck 
for a living. A chance encounter with Secret 
Stash label honcho/drummer Eric Foss led 
to the classic soul and R&B singer joining 
a swaggering crew half his age. For their 
annual holiday residence at the Dakota, 
they’re supporting the October release of 
their sophomore LP, Sooner or Later, which 
digs deeper into the roots of soul and funk. 
The rousing title track could be a slice of 


Knight’s life story: “Sooner or later I’ll get 
mine,” he shouts over Cole Pulice’s blustery 
bari saxophone and a raucous chorus of 
other horns. “It Had to Change” is Robert 
Cray-like blues, Blair Krivanek lacing sharp 
guitar lines around Pulice’s grumblingbari. 
The cover of Lonnie Mack’s “Why?” is an 
exquisite exercise in bluesy anguish and 
commiserating horns. A Muscle Shoals con¬ 
coction of country, soul, and gospel fuels 
tunes like “Stronger in the End” and “The 
Cry.”

Maybe the most remarkable thing about 
Low — one of Minnesota’s best bands for 
more than 20 years — is the Duluth trio’s 
longevity, especially consideringthe seeming 
limitations of their sound.

As a singer, songwriter, producer, Motown 
exec, and all-around creative force, Smokey 
Robinson has had a profound influence on 
popular music.

A default 
judgment can then be entered against you for the relief requested in the complaint. 

5. LEGAL ASSISTANCE. You may wish to get legal help from a lawyer. If you do not have a lawyer, the Court 
Administrator may have information about places where you can get legal assistance. Even if you cannot get legal help, you 
must still provide a written Answer to protect your rights or you may lose the case. 

6. ALTERNATIVE DISPUTE RESOLUTION. The parties may agree to or be ordered to participate in an alter¬ 
native dispute resolution process under Rule 114 of the Minnesota General Rules of Practice. You must still send your written 
response to the Complaint even if you expect to use alternative means of resolving this dispute.
